Atkinson, and such other persons as are now asso- 
ciated as the Commonwealth Club, or may hereafter 
become associated with them, are hereby constituted a 
body corporate by the name of the Commonwealth Club, 
to be located in the City of Richmond, for the promotion 
of social intercourse and for the purpose of maintaining 
a library and reading room.

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2. The said corporation shall have power to make 
and adopt a constitution and by-laws, rules and regula- 
tions for the admission and expulsion of its members, 
and their government; the election of its officers, and 
to define their duties; for holding general and special 
meetings of Us members for the transaction of business, 
at any and all of which said meetings its members shall 
have the right to vote in person or by proxy; and for the 
safe-keeping and protection of its property and funds, 
and from time to time to alter or repeal such constitu- 
tion, by-laws, rules and regulations: provided, that the 
same be not inconsistent with the constitution and laws 
of the United States or the State of Virginia. 

3. The said corporation may purchase, lease, hold or 
dispose of any real or personal estate; provided that 
they shall not hold real estate in excess of five acres of 
land; and said corporation may borrow money upon its 
property, both real and personal, and may issue bonds 
with interest, coupons attached, therefor, and may secure 
the same by deed of trust, mortgages or otherwise. 

4. This act shall be in force from its passage, and be 
subject to amendment, alteration or modification at the 
pleasure of the General Assembly of Virginia. 



CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 
This Club shall be called the Commonwealth Club. 

ARTICLE II. 

BOARD OF GOVERNORS. 

The administration of the Club is confided to a Board 
of Governors, consisting of fifteen members, to be elected 
by ballot. At the first election, five shall be elected to 
serve for one year, five for two years, and five for three 
years, their terms to be decided by lot, so that five will 
retire each year. After the first election under this 
constitution, five members of the Board shall be chosen 
at every annual meeting of the Club to serve for the 
term of three years. Members of the Board shall not 
be eligible for re-election until after having been out 
of office, except in case of the persons holding the office 
of President, Vice-President and Secretary, who shall 
be eligible for re-election to the Board. All vacancies 
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occurring in said Board shall be temporarily filled by 
the Board until the next annual meeting of the Club. 
The term of office of each member of the Board elected 
after the first election under this constitution, shall con- 
tinue for three years, or until their successors shall be 
elected, except that any member elected to fill a vacancy 
shall only hold during the unexpired term of his prede- 
cessor. And it shall be in the power of a general meet- 
ing of the Club, after a previous notice for that purpose 
of not less than thirty days, to vacate, by the votes in 
person, of a majority of all the resident members of the 
Club, the office of any member or members of the 
Board, and elect others in their stead. 

ARTICLE III. 

DUTIES OF BOARD OF GOVERNORS. 

The Board of Governors shall exercise a general super- 
intendence over the affairs of the Club, and shall exe- 
cute, or cause to be executed, all bonds or conveyances 
authorized by the Club, and make and perform all con- 
tracts which they shall deem proper in the conduct of 
the affairs of the Club. And it shall be their duty to 
establish by-laws, rules and regulations for the govern- 
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ment of the Club, not contrary to the articles of the 
constitution, and they may at their pleasure alter such 
by-laws, rules and regulations. They shall hold stated 
meetings at least once in each month, at which five 
members shall constitute a quorum; provided, however, 
that eight members shall constitute a quorum for the 
election of members and for the establishment or altera- 
tion of the by-laws. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 

The Board of Governors shall elect from their own 
body a President, Vice-President, and Secretary, and 
from the membership of the Club a Treasurer, who 
shall hold office for the term of one year or until their 
successors are elected, and be eligible to re-election dur- 
ing their term on the Board, except that the President 
and Vice-President shall be eligible only for one addi- 
tional term. The Board may in their discretion elect 
one person to fill the office of Secretary and Treasurer, 
and may also remit the monthly dues of those officers, 
unless they receive a salary. The President shall ap- 
point annually from the Board of Governors a House 
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Committee, a Finance Committee, and a Library Com- 
mittee; each one to consist of three members, and shall 
have power to fill any vacancy in said committees. 

ARTICLE V. 

PRESIDENT. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Governors and of the Club, 
and to see the rules and regulations strictly enforced. 
In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall 
act as such; should neither be present, a temporary 
chairman shall be selected. The President shall be, 
ex officio^ a member of all committees. 

ARTICLE VI. 

TREASURER AND SECRETARY. 

The Treasurer shall receive the money of the Club 
and shall keep regular accounts, and shall make a report 
of the financial condition of the Club to each monthly 
meeting of the Board and to each annual meeting of the 
Club; his accounts shall at all times be subject to the in- 
spection of the Board and Finance Committee. He shall 
not pay out the money of the Club in any case except 
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upon a written order signed by the President or the 
Chairman of the House Committee; or, in the absence 
of the Chairman, by the member acting as Chairman, or 
approved in such manner as the Board shall direct, 
which order shall be sufficient authority for such pay- 
ment. The Treasurer shall deposit the money of the 
Club in some bank designated by the Board of Govern- 
ors. All payments shall be made by checks, and all 
checks shall be signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
signed by the President or Vice-President, or in their 
absence, by some person designated by the Board. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record 
of the proceedings of the Club, and to discharge such 
other duties as may be intrusted to him by the Board 
of Governors. 

ARTICLE VII. 

STATED MEETINGS. 

The Annual meetings of the Club shall be held on the 
third Saturday in January in each year, at such hour as 
the Board of Governors may appoint. Thirty members 
present in person [shall constitute a quorum at all meet- 
tings of the Club, except where .it is otherwise expressly

provided. At all stated or special meetings the votes of 

members who do not attend may be given by written 

proxy. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

The Board of Governors may call a special meeting of 

the Club on giving ten days' notice, specifying the object 

of the meeting ; they shall also call a special meeting on 

the written request of twenty resident members upon a 

like notice. 

ARTICLE IX. 

HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

The House Committee shall possess, subject to the 
control of the Board of Governors, all powers necessary 
for transacting the current business of the Club, preserv- 
ing order in the rooms, and enforcing a strict observance 
of the rules. If no member of the House Committee is 
present, it shall be the duty of any member of the Board 
of Governors who may be present to enforce the rules. 

ARTICLE X. 

ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 

Every member of this Club must be elected by the 
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Board of Governors by ballot. Every candidate for 
admission must be proposed by one resident member of 
the Club and seconded by another. His name, with the 
name of his proposer and seconder, shall be posted in a 
conspicuous place in the Club House at least ten days 
before he is balloted for. Two black balls shall exclude 
the candidate, and no person shall be elected unless at 
least eight votes are cast in his favor. Each member of 
the Board of Governors is bound and pledged not to dis- 
close whether he voted for or against the candidate. No 
member of the Board shall propose or second a candi- 
date. If a candidate is rejected, he shall not again be 
proposed until after the lapse of at least six months. 

ARTICLE XI. 

EXPULSIONS. 

In case of persistence in the infraction of a rule by a 
member, or of any conduct on the part of a member 
which may tend to endanger the good order, character, 
or welfare of the Club, the Board of Governors may, by 
a vote of two-thirds of their number, expel said offend- 
ing member from the Club, after having given him an 
opportunity to appear before them in his defence. 
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Any member expelled shall forfeit all interest in the 
property of the Club. 

ARTICLE XII. 

DUES. 

The initiation fee on admission to the Club shall be 
for resident members one hundred dollars, and the 
monthly assessment shall be five dollars,* payable in 
advance. The dues of newly admitted members shall 
begin with the month in which they are elected. Non- 
resident members shall pay an initiation fee of twenty- 
five dollars, payable on notification of election, and 
annual dues of twenty-five dollars,! payable on the first 
day of January of each year 

Non-resident members who shall be admitted prior to 
the first day of July in any year shall be liable for the 
full amount of the current yearly dues ; those admitted 
after that date shall be liable for only one-half of the 
current yearly dues. The annual dues for the first year 
or half year shall be payable on notification of election.

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ARTICLE XIII. 

ARMY AND NAVY MEMBERS. 

Any officer of the army or navy of the United States 
may be admitted to the use of the Club upon election 
by the Board of Governors in the same manner as resi- 
dent members, and upon payment of fifteen dollars* for 
the first three months or less and five dollars! for each 
month thereafter. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

COLLECTION OF DUES. 

Each newly elected member shall forthwith be notified 
by the Secretary of his election, and upon his failure to 
make payment of the amount due by him for his initia- 
tion fee and dues within thirty days after such notifica- 
tion, the Board may cause his name to be erased from 
the list of members. 

ARTICLE XV. 

CASE OF NON-PAYMENT. 

The Board of Governors shall have full power to en-

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force payment of monthly dues or other indebtedness to 
the Club, and to that end the said Board may adopt 
such regulations and measures, either by posting the 
names of delinquent members on the board provided for 
notice, or otherwise, as to said board may seem best 
And in case any member shall fail, for the space of thirty 
days after they are due, to pay any such dues, or other 
indebtedness, the Board, after notifying such member of 
such default, may, in their discretion, suspend or expel 
him from the Club : provided, that any resident member, 
intending to leave the city of Richmond, and be absent 
therefrom more than six months, may, on giving written 
notice to the President of his intended absence, be ex- 
empted from the payment of dues for the period of his 
absence. In that case, he must pay up his back dues 
and all other indebtedness before leaving, and his dues 
will re-commence with the month in which he returns 
to the city. 

If the initiation fee or annual dues of a non-resident 
member be not paid within thirty days, the Secretary 
shall notify him in writing to that effect, and if they 
be not paid within thirty days thereafter, the Board 
may drop his name from the roll. 
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ARTICLE XVI. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

All resignations shall be made in writing to the Presi- 
dent, and all interest in the property of the Club of 
persons ceasing to be members, either by resignation, 
expulsion, death, or otherwise, shall be vested in the 
Club. No member can resign until he has satisfied all 
dues and other indebtedness to the Club. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

ADMISSION. 

No resident of the city, not a member of the Club, 
shall be admitted to the Club House more than once, 
except to entertainments given in a private dining room, 
and under such regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Board of Governors. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

INVITATIONS. 

Persons residing out of the city may be introduced by 
a member, but such introduction shall not give the right 
of re-entrance, unless an invitation, signed by the Presi- 
dent, shall have been first sent ; nor shall such invitation 
give the right of entrance for a longer period than two 
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weeks. The President shall in no case issue an invita- 
tion when objection is made by two of the Governors, 
nor to any person who may be engaged daily in any pro- 
fession or pursuit in the city. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

NON-RESIDENT MEMBERS. 

Persons not residing in the city of Richmond may, 
after election by ballot in the same way as resident mem- 
bers, become non-resident members of the Club. They 
shall have no interest in the funds or property of the 
Club and no voice at any meeting of the Club, and shall 
not be eligible to office, and shall have no right to pro- 
pose or second candidates for membership. 

ARTICLE XX. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

The amusements permitted in the Club House, and all 
other subjects of internal regulation omitted in the Con- 
stitution, shall be controlled by the Board of Governors. 

ARTICLE XXI. 

COMPLAINTS. 

All complaints in reference to the management of the 
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Club shall be made in writing to the House Committee, 
and if not redressed by them, shall be referred to the 
Board of Governors for their decision. 

ARTICLE XXII. 

READING ROOMS. 

No members shall take away from the Club House 
any newspaper, pamphlet, book, or other article the 
property of the Club. 

ARTICLE XXIII. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

The monthly dues of resident members, the annual 
assessment of non-resident members, and the assessments 
payable by Army and Navy members, may be decreased 
or increased from time to time by the Board of Governors. 
And the initiation fee may be from time to time sus- 
pended or reduced by said Board. 

ARTICLE XXIV. 

ALTERATIONS OF CONSTITUTION. 

The Articles of the Constitution may be altered at any 
meeting by the votes of a majority of all the resident 
members of the Club, given in person or by proxy ; pro- 
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vided a motion shall have been made at a previous 
meeting, or one month's notice given of the proposed 
alteration by posting the same in the Club House. 

ARTICLE XXV. 

LIMIT OF MEMBERSHIP. 

The number of resident members of the Club shall be 
limited to two hundred,* but the Board of Governors 
shall have authority to increase this number at their 
discretion, and notice of the intended increase shall be 
posted in the Club House for fifteen days. 

ARTICLE XXVI. 

CHANGE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Non-resident members may become resident members, 
at the discretion of the Board of Governors, by paying 
the difference between the initiation fee of a resident 
and a non-resident member, and by the payment there- 
after of the monthly dues of resident members. 

Resident members who have paid up their dues in full 
may become non-resident members by giving notice to

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the President of their desire to do so and by paying 
thereafter the dues of a non-resident member. 

ARTICLE XXVII. 

LIFE MEMBERS. 

Any member of the Club, with the approval of the 
Board of Governors, may become a life member on the 
payment of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) to 
the Treasurer. Life members shall have all the rights 
and privileges of resident members, and shall be subject 
to suspension, expulsion, and all other liabilities and 
penalties as resident members, except that they shall 
forever be exempt from all dues. 



BY-LAWS. 



i. The Board of Governors shall meet on the first 
Tuesday after the tenth of each month. 

2. The Order of Business at all meetings of the Club 
and of the Board of Governors shall be as follows : 

i. Reading minutes of the previous meeting. 

2. Reports of Committees. 

3. Reports of Officers. 

4. Elections. 

5. General Business. 

3. The Club House shall be closed at 2 o'clock every 
night, excepting Sunday night, when it shall be closed 
at 12 o'clock. 

4. No newspapers, books, or other property of the Club 
shall be mutilated nor taken from the building. 

5. No dogs shall be allowed in the Club House. 

6. Any property of the Club broken or injured by a 
member must be paid for by him. 
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7. No member or visitor shall reprove the servants, 
nor shall the servants be sent from the Club House for 
any purpose whatever. 

8. No whistling or singing, such as will affect the good 
order and decorum of the Club, shall be allowed in the 
Club House, and no loud conversation in the Reading 
Room. 

9. No member shall lie or sleep in any public room 
in the Club House. 

10. Nothing purchased in the Club shall be paid for 
in cash. Members, and their guests, shall sign tickets 
for the amount of all purchases made by them, but the 
same may be paid whenever the Treasurer's Office is 
open for business. Money due the Club may be paid 
only to the Treasurer. The credit of no member shall 
exceed twenty-five dollars, and members shall be re- 
sponsible for all indebtedness contracted by visitors 
introduced by them. 

11. No games of any kind shall be allowed between 
the hour of 12 o'clock on Saturday night and the hour 
of opening on Monday morning. 

12. No drinks shall be served on the main floor or 
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porches on this floor (except rear porch) on Sunday, 
until after gas-light ; or in the front rooms of main floor 
at any time. 

13. Gentlemen having played two games of billiards, 
shall yield the table to others waiting to play, who have 
recorded their names on the blackboard. 

14. Members are prohibited from sitting, standing, or 
loitering upon the front porch or steps thereof, or upon 
the lawn or walk in front of the Club House ; and no 
chairs shall be carried out to the front porch or to the 
lawn in front of the Club House. 

15. Members shall not be guilty of any conduct or the 
use of any language in the Club House which will en- 
danger the good order, welfare or character of the Club. 

16. Bicycles shall not be deposited in the building or 
front of the building. 
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
